SKETCHES OF PROMINENT GRAND ARMY 
MEN FROM DIFFERENT STATES. 


Early History of a Number of Brave Vet- 
erans—The Battles in Which They Par- 
ticipated and the Wounds They Received 
~The Career of the Notorious Tuttle— 
Historical Matters of Interest. 


Judge M. L. Olmsted of Baker City, Ore., 
has had a most eventful life. He entered the 
Union arm}, as a three months’ volunteer, at 
the first call of President Lincoln, April 17, 
1861, being at the time but little more than 
sixteen years of age. He re-enlisted fox tue 
war at Rochester, N. Y., November 5, 1861. 
Before reaching manhood’s estate he bad 
become Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel He 
passed through all the battles fought by the 
Army of the Potomac to September 28, 1863; 
was wounded at Malvern Hill, Antietam, 
Ohanceliorsville and Gettysburg, and was 
twice promoted on the field for brave and 
meritorious service. He led a forlorn hope 
up the rugged siopes of Kenesaw, and was left 
for dead upon the field. He subsequently 
marched with Sherman tothe sea, was one of 
the first to enter the enemy’s works and 
‘planted the first stand of colors over the City 
of Savannah. Judge Oimsted is the proud pos- 
sessor of a decoration received from the hands 
of Gen. Hooker, in person, bearing the record 
of twenty-seven of the principal battles of the 
War of the Rebellion, and fifty-four of minor 
importance. Only four of these medals are 
now in existence. 

J. B. BURKE, 
Commander of the Department of the Po- 
tomac, was born in Greencastle, Pa., in 1840. 
He lived on a farm until he was 12 years old, 
and then became clerk in a country store, re- 
maining there buta few months. He discov- 
ered an opportunity of bettering himself, and 
moved out at midnight with his bundle and 
Decame clerk in a large town store, where he 
remained three years.

While a stu- 
dent in the Boeton Latin School in 1864 he won 
ata n examination an appointment 
to the Naval Academy. He entered active 
service as Captain’s clerk of the Monadnock 
and was made signal officer of the same ship, 
He was in both actions at Fort Fisher and in all 
the operations of the North and South Atlantic 
squadrons till the close of the war. He was 
2 mate United States Navy April, 
1865, was ordered to United States ship Sup- 
ply, and joined South American Squadron at 

ahia, thence to Rio Janeiro, where he was 
ordered to the United States ship Wasp 
and touched at Montevideo, Buenos Ayres 
and other South American ports. At Monte- 
video he was ordered to the United States ship 
Susquehanna, and returned to the United 
States in 1866. He resigned and was honorably 
discharged in April, 1869. He finished the 
course in civil engineering, and in 1873 re- 
moved to Florida. In 1879 he organized and 
constructed the South Florida Railroad from 
Sanford to Orlando. In 1883 Mr. Henck or- 
ganized the Florida Midland Railway, and is 
now Vice-President of the same. In 1880 he 
started the town of Longwood, which was in- 
corporated in 1883. He has been Mayor of that 
town since its incorporation. r. Henck 
joined the G. A. R. in 1867, and assisted in the 
organization of the Department of Florida in 

He was delegate to San Francisco in 
1886, and he was elected Department Com- 
mander in 1887. 
° LEE HAYMOND, 
Department Commander West Virginia, was 
born at Clarksburg, W. Va., where he still re- 
sides. He was appointed First Lieutenant 
and Quartermaster of the Third West Virginia 
Cavalry, September 10, 1862, and was after- 
ward made Oaptain, and latera Major in the 
United States Subsistence Department. He 
was mustered outot the servive at Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., August 18, 1865, and since the 
war has been a banker in his native town. He 
was elected Commander of the Department of 
West Virginia, August 28, 1887, by the unan- 
imous vote of the State dncampment. 
JAMES M. TUTTLE, 

Department Commander of Iowa, was born 
near Summerfield, Monroe County, Septem- 
ber A, 1823. Early in 1861, in response to Lin- 
coln’s call for 75,000 volunteers, Gen. Tuttle 
hastily closed his business and recruited a 
company, of which he was elected Captain. 
In the following May his company was as- 
signed to the Second Iowa Infantry, and he 
was chosen Lieutenant-OColonel of the regi- 
ment, and on the 5th of the following Septem- 
ber was made its Colonel. His regiment was 
soon ordered to St. Louis, and during the win- 
ter of 1862 he was in charge of the mill 

rison (McDowell College) at that place. 
une 9, 1862, he was commissioned Brig adier- 
General for gallant service in the field. Dur- 
ing the fall of 1862 and the following winter he 
was in command at Cairo. and in the spring of 
1868 he was pases in command of the Third 
Division of the Fifteenth Army Corps. He 
commanded a division during the campaign in 
the rear of Vicksburg, and in the assault and 
capture of Jackson, on May 14, he was with 
his division inthe advance. The chief event 
in Gen. Tuttle’s military history was the ug - 
glery with some cotton pales which got him 
nto trouble with the War Department and the 
chief incident of his civii career was the 
asinine exhibition he made of himself in con- 
nection with the invitation to President Cleve- 
— 1 to visit this city during Grand Army

His 
canvass reduced the Demgeratic majority but 
did not elect him. In 1887 he was elected Com- 
mander of the Department, and is the first 
Department Chaplain in the history of the 
— Army of the Republic to receive such an 
onor.

EDWARD 8. SALOMON, 4 
Department Commander of California, was 
born in Schleswig, Germany, December 25, 
1836. He came to America in 1854 and settled 
in Chicago, where he was employed as a 
clerk until 1857, when he commenced 
the study of law. In 1861 he enlisted 
in the Twenty-fourth Illinois, and was made 
Second Lieutenant. He was successively 
promoted until he became Major of the regi- 
ment. Early in 1862 a disagreement arose be- 
tween Col. Hecker and some of his officers 
which resulted in the resignation of the 
Colonel, Maj. Salomon, and other officers. 
Col. Hecker and Maj. Salomon enlisted in the 
Eighty-second Llinois, of which Hecker be- 
came Colonel and Salomon Lieutenant 
Colonel. In 1868 Hecker became commander ofa 
brigade and Col. Salomon took command of the 
Eighty-second Illinois. This regiment was in 
the Army of the Potomac until after the battle 
of Gettysburg when it went West with Hooker’s 
command and was assigned to the Twentieth 
Corps, Army of the Cumberland. At the close 
of the war Col. Salomon was breveted Briga- 
dier-General. 
removed to Sgn Francisco where is now prac- 
ticing law. 

T. H. SOWARD, 

who is the Commander of the Department of 
Kansas, was born in Macon County, Ken- 
tucky, September 2, 1839. He attended 
Augusta College and there studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar of Mason County, 1860. 
He ö a company of State troops under 
Capt. Kenton in 1861, and when the company 
was mustered into service September that 
ear T. H. Soward was the Second Lieutenant. 
t was assigned to the Second Kentucky Cav- 
alry and was with the Armies of the Ohio and 
Cumberland. It was with Buell at Shiloh and 
was also at Perryvilie. After the battle of 
Stone River Gen. Sheridan recommended pro- 
motion for Soward and he was commissioned 
First Lieutenant. He was in a number of en- 
gagements, among them COhicamauga 
and the Atlanta campaign. 
after the capture of Atlanta, Lieut. 
received a kick froma horse. When he was 
able to get about on crutches he was sent to 
Nashville. He spent the winter of 1864 at 
Loulsville, and was mustered out in June, 
1865. He ie not yet able to go without his 
crutches. He resumed the lav in Mason Coun- 
Wi and continued until 1879, when he went to 

infield, Kan. In the fall of 168 he was 
elected Register of Deeds, a position he still 
occupies. e was made Chief Mustering 
Officer forthe Department of Kansas in 1883. 
He was elected Senior Vice-Commander, 1886, 
and was elected De ment Commander at 
the last Encampment at Abilene.

MASSACHUSEITS REPUBLICANS, 


Oliver Ames Nominated for Governor— 
Protection and Prohibition. 


Boston, September 28.—The corridors of the 
Tremont House were filled with delegates to 
the Republican State Convention at an early 
hour this morning. The main topic of dis- 
cussion was the nomination forthe Attorney- 


Generalship, which seems to have been prac- 
—— settled in favor of Hon. Albert E. Pills - 
ury. 

Chairman Burden called the convention to 
order and after a brief speech the usual com- 
mittes were appointed. The Committee on 
Organization reported in a few minutes and 
Francis W. Rockwell of Pittsfield was made 
chairman. Mr. Rockwell was greeted with 
great applanse, and he addressed the conven- 
tion at considerable length. 

At the conclasion of Mr. Rockwell’s speech, 
which was frequently interrupted by applause, 
the chairman of the Committee on Resolutions 
reported the following platform: 

THE PLATFORM. 

The Republicans of Massachusetts in con- 
vention assembied submit to the people of 
the Commonwealth this declaration of the 
principles upon which they confidently ap- 
peal to the intelligence and confidence of her 
citizens. 

We believe in a protective tariff, recognizing 
the benefits it brings to our country by giving 
our people more varied industries, more con- 
stant employment and better remuneration; 
furnishing an incentive for the full develop- 
ment of our resourees and Securing our mar- 
ket,the best in the world,to our own producers 

NATIONAL QUESTIONS. 

2. We favor liberal appropriations for the 
reconstruction of our navy, for internal im- 
provements, and for proper national aid to 
education. Also, pensions for disabled sol- 
diers and sailors; to meet further the question 
of a treasury surplus, recommend such 
a reduction of internal revenue taxation 
as the exigencies of the case may 
require. The time has come for Congress to 
carefully consider the question of internal 
revenue system, and of the tariff on sugar, 
and the improvement ofthe administration of 
our customs laws, especially in regard to 
fraudulent undervaluations. We § believe 
in an honest ballot North and South 
and that every{citizen should be allowed to 
vote and have his vote counted. We condemn 
the systematic suppression of the Republican 
vote in the Southern States and the recent un- 
blushing election frauds in certain Northern 
cities. he maintenance of the party and 
safety of the ballot-box always shall be a car- 
dinal Republican principle.

The Special Train on Which the President 
Will Travel West. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispartcn. 

NEw Tonk, September 28.—The special train 
which is to carry President Cleveland and 
party on their western trip is new being made 
ready at the Pullman Oar Company’s shops at 
Wilmington, The train is composed of three 
cars, the first two being simply a section of 
the extra Pullman vestibuled train, which is 
known as the New York & Chicago limited 
via the Pennsylvania UHroad, and the third 
car is Mr. Pullman’s private car, the Pullman 
palace car. The, t car, the Alferatta, is 
what is known as‘a ‘‘eomposite’’ car, the for- 
ward end being used as a baggage-room. Next 
to this is as elegant and well-appointed a 
library and smoking-room as would be 
found in any private house; a bath-room and 
barber shop are also in this car. The second 
is a sleeper, Velasco, built on the most ap- 
proved model, withd rawing-rooms and all the 
conveniences. 

THE PRESIDENT’S CAR. 

The Pullman palace car,’’ which will be 
the last car on the train, will be devoted ex- 
clusively to the use of President and Mrs. 
Cleveland. It did similar service for Gen. 
Grant during his administration and has fre- 
quently been used by distinguished foreigners 
as well as by President Arthur. The Pullman 
palace car was built by Mr. Pullman some 
twelve years ago, and while it is by 
no means the Aladdin’s palace that 
it has been described to be, it is 
a car in which luxury and good taste are hap- 
plily combined. The car is being refinished 
on the outside in the standard Pullman colors. 
The rear end of the car is an observation 
room, and through its broad plate glass win- 
dows an excellent view can be had. This 
apartment is upholstered in mahogany and 
plush. Next to this are the dressing and 
sleeping rooms, They are daintily furnished 
with white maple with large folding bed and 
all the latest conveniences. The main saloon, 
which willbe used as a dining and sitting 
room, is handsomely finished in oak 
with an old-gold carpet and upholstery 
of rich terra cotta silk plush. 


A fine parlor organ and writing besk are built 
atoneend. The forward end of the car is oc- 
cupied by the kitchen, which contains every 
convenience which the heart of the most ac- 
complished chef could desire. 

A CONVENIENT NOVELTY. 

One of the striking novelties and greatest 
improvements of the train is the vestibules on 
the car, which practically bring the whole 
train under one roof, so that Mrs. Cleveland 
can pass from one car to another or can get 
her luggage in the forward compartment with 
as much ease us she can go from one room 
to another in the whole house. 
The car is sixty feet long and 
is carried on trucks of No. 5 type 
having six forty-two inch paper wheels, with 
four twin elliptic springs and four equallizing 
springs each. The equipment for electric 
lighting is put in by the Electric Accummulat- 
tor Company. There are storage batteries of 
thirty-two cells under each car weighing 1,000 
pounds each, and capable of running the 
lights about eight hours. The batteries will 
be charged from a dynamo located in the for- 
ward composite car, and power to run the 
dynamo will be obtained from the car axle. 
The lamps and fixtures are of the latest and 
most approved pattern, and the whole train is 
a model of comfort. 

It is rather remarkable that the Unite 
States is the only great government whic 
does not own its own cars for the use of its 
hign officials. England owns its carriages 
and engines. France has many ambulance, 
freight and passenger trains, but when the 
Chief Magistrate of the United States wishes 
to take a trip he buys his tickets and engages 
his own special trainas hundreds of private 
citizens do every year, and as is befitting the 
President of a Kepublic.

A CRYING ABUSE, 


A Change in the Announcement of Court- 
Martial Verdicts Demanded. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATCRH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 28.—‘‘A 
great deal of pressure will be brought to bear 
onthe new Congress, said a War Depart- 
ment official yesterday, ‘‘to secure the enact- 
ment of a law which shall mitigate, in some 
degree at least, the injuries suffered by an 
officer of the army who is unfortunate enough 
to have court-martial charges preferred againat 
him. Take the case of the average officer who 
is tried by one of these courts. The 
charges are preferred, testimony taken, 
a verdict agreed on, which is sealed 
and delivered to the Judge Advocate of the 
Court. It is then transmitted to the Judge Ad- 
vocate-General, who sends it to the Adjutant- 
General, and it finally reaches the Secretary 
of War. If there is asentence to be decreed, 
the papers must all go to thee President for re- 
view. They are then returned to the Adjutant- 
General and by him published in court-martial 
orders. Examine any case on file and note the 
time that has elapsed after the rendering of 
the verdict before the publication of 
the findings. In many cases it is two or three 
months. All this time the poor fellow is kept 
in ignorance of the result of the trial, and if 
charged with a grave offense is kept in a state 
of mind not to be envied. It is positive 
cruelty, particularly in the case of a poor fel- 
low that — a wife and children to share the 
terrible suspense.

SECRETARY WHITNEY HOT.

He asked Capt. RBamsa 
if such was the case, and on being informe 
that it was, the Secretary became very indig- 
naut, andgin the most peremptory terms com- 
manded the captain to continue the work un- 
til some plan was found, and not to make an- 
other report until this had been accomplished. 
It is probable that the Board will insist that it 
has done all it can, and will not change its re- 
port. Inthisevent it is said the Secretary 
will appoint a civilian Board.

Strikers Give Up and Desert the Knights of 
Labor. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 28.—The strike 
in the woolen mills of this city, which was in- 
augurated two months ago, has proven a fail- 
ure. The weavers demanded an increase of 
wages and were supported in this action by 
the Knights of Labor. The mill owners took a 
firm stand, refusing to take back any of the 
strikers who would not sign an agree- 
ment to sive up all allegiance to the 
Knights and come back at the 
old wages. They were compelled to close. 
Recently, however, their employes began to 
seek their old a at the owners’ terms, 
and nearly all of the weavers have agreed to 
the conditions. Two mills are at work, and 
another expects to be able to begin to-day. 
It is a very severe defeat ſor the Knights of 
Labor, who lose nearly seven hundred mem- 
bers, after supporting that number for two 
months, each having drawn from $2 to $6 a 
week from the labor treasury.

NATIONAL OFFICERS. 


Brief Sketches of Gen. Lucius Fairchild and 
His Staff. 


Following are brief sketches of the civil and 
military careers of the officers of the Nation- 
al Encampment and of Gen. Fairchild’s staff: 


LUCIUS FAIRCHILD 

was born in Kent, Portage County, O., 1 
December, 1831. At the age of 14 the boy, 
with his father’s family, removed to Madison, 
Wis.

The Largest Crowd Ever Seen or Heard Of— 
« Departing G. A. B. Members. 


There has been a change in travel at the 
Union Depot. The crowds have not dimin- 
ished any, but the tide has changed. Instead 
of coming in, the people are leaving. The ebb. 
tide set in yesterday. The constant rains of 
yesterday and Monday disheartened the vet- 
erans who had come here to the reunion, and 
yesterday afternoon they commenced return- 


ing home. About 8 o’clock the departures 
began, and from that time on there has been no 
cessation in the return travel. All afternoon 
G. A. R. members could oe seen with grips in 
hand plowing through the rain and siush on 
their way to the depot—many of them 
men who had their wives and other members 
of their families here. The stream kept get- 
ting larger and stronger as evening ap- 
proached, and last night saw the greatest 
throng at the depot it has everheld. Nearly 
every outgoing train was jammed with peo- 
ple. They were packed into the cars like sar- 
dines, and notonly all the seats, but every 
inch of standing-room was occupied in most 
of the trains. he number of people that left 
was not nearly so great as what came in either 
Monday or Tuesday, but they made a bigger 
show on the platform. This was because in 
those days — f left for their hotels as rapidly 
as they arrived, but last night they stood 
about the depot for hours waiting for their 
trains. This morning there was another im- 
mense Outpouring of visitors. The waiting- 
rooms and platform were never so crowded 
before in the morning as to-day. Not only 
did many of the delegates depart, but several 
bands of music which eame here with Posts 
also left. They had given up all hopes of the 
parade taking place or of their being able to 
enjoy themselves. The whole platform from 
Eleventh to Twelfth streets and from the 
depot building as far south as the 
tracks reach and both waiting-rooms 
were literally a black mass of people. 
Strangers contemplated the crowd with awe 
and even city people gazed on them in won- 
derment. here is no question but that the 
rain has not only marred the pleas- 
ure of the veterans, but that it is also 
taking plenty of money out of the city, as 
many ofthe men would have spent the entire 
week here had the weather been favorable. It 
is a very eo opinion among members of 
the G. A. R. that not only is this the largest 
reunion the organization ever held, but that it 
is the largest they ever will hold. They argue 
that the men are getting old now and will 
commence dying off, and also say that this 
rain will discourage so many of them that they 
will never want to attend another reunion and 
run the risk of encountering similar weather. 


At the Hotels. 


The ‘*house count, last night showed the 
hotels were crowded to nearly their full 
capacity. The Southern held 1.012; the Lindell 
nearly 900; the Planters’, 640, and the Leclede, 
514. The three last named hotels held all they 
could accommodate, and the Southern was 
nearly up to its limit. Cots were used in halis, 
reading-rooms, and the breakfast room at the 
Planters’ was used as a sieeping chamber. 
The use of a number of rooms in each hotel as 
committee headquarters reduces the capacity 
of the houses from fifty to 200.

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THE GREAT FAIR. 


Preparations for the Opening Monday—The 
Children’s Big Reception. 


The Board of Directors of the Fair Grounds 
Association will meet to-morrow afternoon, 
as is usualafew days before the opening of 
the great Fair, to give the necessary instruc- 
tions to the superintendents for conducting 
their respective departments. The directors 
will visit the Fair Grounds, where arrange- 
ments will be made for the exhibitors of 


stock and cattle, and the superintendents 
given directions for the proper placing, etc., 
of the exhibits. 

President Charles Green and Superintendent 
Long of the public schools held a consultation 
this morning with reference to the programme 
to be observed on Monday, the children’s 
day, in the amphitheater. Mr. Long was in 
favor of reserving the amphitheater exclusive- 
ly for the school children, of whom there are 
expected to be present about 43, 000. 
The amphitheater will be divided into 
sections for the  schotars, and the 
children will be accompanied by their teach- 
ers and thé 1 — ot the schools. A special 
force of polſee will probably be assigned to the 
various stairways leading into the phithea- 
ter for the pupose of keeping it reserved for 
the children. I am opposed to reserving the 
amphitheater exclusively for the children of 
the public schools, said President Green to- 
day, ‘‘for the reason that Monday will be chil- 
dren’s day, and an boy or girl 
under 12 years will be permitted 
to attend the Fair free of charge. 
It would be manifestly unjust to prevent your 
child, for instance, Speen amg bey the re- 
ception to the President because he attends 
the Washington University in distinction to 
mine, and forthe reason that mine happens 
to attend a public school. All children at- 
tending the Fair Monday will be allowed to sit 
in the amphitheater and if the pubiic school 
children want to get in they will have to come 
first. That is the only right way to do the 
business. 

President Green said that the pagoda in the 
arena would be kept for the 3,000 serenaders 
and that a number selected from these would 
make a floral presentation to the President 
and his wife, who will drive around the track. 

The 4 — crowds ever known in the 
history of the Fair Grounds are expected to 
atten two days of the Fair. 
The President and Mrs. Cleveland are 
a powerful attraction, and will assist 
to a large extent the I drawing powers of 
the Fair iteelf. Besides these there will be a

He Is Not a Candidate for the Presidency— 
Other Topics. 


New Tonk, September 28.—Judging from 
the papers this morning, Chauncey M. Depew 
must have spent yesterday in telling report- 
ers what he saw in England. The following 
was told to a Times reporter: Mr. Depew said 
that in case of Lord Salisbury’s deatn, Lord 
Randolph Churchill would probably step to 
the front as the Tory leader. The Tories 
have come tothe conclusion that their leader 


ought to be in the House of Commons, where 
party action goes on, and not 
in the House of Lords where 
emergencies .do not present themselves. 
Lord Randolph is not regarded so chea 

abroad as here. He is facile, ingenious an 

ready instantaneously to claim bis adversa- 
ries’ views as his own and rush to victory on 
them. He its the only man in England ex- 
cope Gladstone who can fill any hall at any
